Religious services were led by Rev. A. S. Prather. 

The Baltimore Conference resolutions, laid over last year, were made the 
order of the day for Friday, 9:30 A. M. 

The case of W. H. Honn was referred to a Committee of Inquiry. [Se<' 
Committees,] A Committee was appointed to report upon the best means for 
the more secure preservation of the records and valuable papers of the Con- 
ference, and the subject of procuring a Conference trunk was referr«d to the 
same Committee. [See Committees.] A Committee was ordered to prepare 
a Constitution for an Historical Society of the Iowa Conference. [See -Gom- 
mittees,] 

The parchments of John Shaffer were restored, 

O. C. Shelton pronounced the benediction. 

Friday, October 6, 1871. 

9 A. M, Conference met ; Rev. B. Holland conducted the religious services. 

The Bishop was requested to appoint some one to preach at the next Con- 
ference on Romanism. 

The Committee of Inquiry, in the case of W. H. Honn, reported no cause 
of action, and his'character passed. The Secretary of the Court of Trial re- 
ported the expulsion of Y, J. Holloway, ^ 






PROCJSBDINGS OF IOWA CONFEREKCB 



A motion to appoint two fraternal delegates to the S. W. German Conference 
was carried. [See List.] 

The order of the dky was taken np. On the first proposed amendment to 
the Restrictive Rules, viz: “To add. ‘6. They shall not extend the time of 
pastoral service beyond the present liinit/^' The vote stood — Ayes 31, Noes 
34. On the second proposed amendment, viz : “To add. ‘7. They shall not 
change the present Constitution and Composition of the Annual Confer- 
ence.^" The vote stood — Ayes 6, Noes 59. On the third proposed amend- 
ment, viz ; “To add ‘8. They shall not restrict the present authority of the 
Bishops.' " The vote stood — Ayes 6, Noes 60. 

A delegation to carry the fraternal greetings of the Conference to the 
Electoral Conference of Laymen was appointed. [See List.] 

There being 112 names enrolled as members of the Conference, it was de- 
clared to be entitled to four delegates in the General Conference. The Con- 
ference proceeded to elect, and the first ballot resulted as follows :

W. F. Cowles received, - - ' - - .71

, V. GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE— THE VISITORS REPORT. 

The Garrett Biblical Institute is finely located as to site, society and accessibility. 
The buildings are commodious, and furnished rooms are assigned to the students free 
of charge. The Endowment amounts to half a million dollars, with a prospect of large 
increase. The students have free access to the libraries and other advantages of the 
Northwestern University. The Faculty of the Institute is composed of men eminently 
qualified both*in piety and learning for their work. The course of study embraces the 
whole field of Theological and Pastoral learning. The examinations indicated thorough 
work on the part of students and Professors. The spiritual culture of the students oe- 
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cuples largely the thoughts and labors of the Faculty, and the spiritual atmosphere, 
that pervades the Institute is very manifest, and appears in gratifying contrast to the 
idea often held in regard to such schools. There are special efforts made to provide 
for the, all-important practical part of ministerial education. There are a large number 
of charges within traveling distance of the Institute, which are held in reserve for the 
students. The prevailing idea of the Faculty is to give such culture as will make 
cflBcient laborers in the ministry. One cannot visit such a school without finding that 
they are greatly needed, and ought to be encouraged. We need men in our ranks who 
are critical scholars. This is a critical age. The ministry must be able to meet all 
opposition of sceptical learning. This can be done only by some of the ministry be- 
ing well versed in critical learning. West Point is perhaps a necessity to our Govern- 
ment, though but few of those who really fight our battles are educated there. And 
perhaps the very best fighting that was done in the late war was by volunteers. But 
West Point is needed to keep up the military idea and to foster military science. So 
of Theological schools. But fe'w of the ministerial a my will be educated there, and 
some of the best service will be rendered by those who never visit them. But they are 
necessary to keep forward ministerial thought. In the schools of the prophets, all 
that prophesied did not attend, but they were necessary to keep up the prophetic fire. 
These schools will be as recruiting stations, bringing into the ministry many that are 
not regularly educated there. “ The harvest is great; the laborers are few.” The 
fields are ripening — the harvest is wasting. And we are directed to pray that the«Lord 
of the harvest would bring more laborers into the harvest. This makes the ministry 
in part responsible for the number of the laborers entering the field. What we pray 
for we are to work for. Hence much can be done in filling the ministerial ranks, by 
encouraging promising yovng men to attend our Tneological schools.

VI. HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF IOWA CONFERENCE— CONSTITUTION. 

Articli I. This Society shall be called the Historical Society of the Iowa Con- 
ference of the M. E. Church. It shall consist of all the members of the Iowa Confer- 
ence, together with such others as may contribute at least one dollar annually to the 
funds of the Society. 

Article II. The objects of the Society shall be : 1. The collection and preserva- 
tion (1) of the history, establishment and progress of the Church within the bounds of 
the Conference. (2) Of the personal and biographical history of the Ministers and 
distinguished Laymen and women of the Conference. (3) Of the history of our literary 
institutions. (4) Of the general events of our Church history in the Conference. 

2. The collection and preservation of such records and memorials of our history as 
may be liable to loss, or may^ be placed in its charge. 

3. The arranging for suitable monuments, when not otherwise provided for, to per- 
petuate the memory and mark the resting places of our' deceased ministers. 

Article III. The officers of the Society shall be a President, Vice President, Cor- 
responding Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and one Minister and one Lay- 
men from each District of the Conference, who, with the officers, shall constitute a 
Board of Managers for the Society. The officers and managers shall be appointed an- 
nually by the Annual Conferences. 

Article IV. The officers shall perform the usual duties of their several offices. 
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Ahticlb V. The annual meeting shall be held at the seat of the Conference, at 
some suitable time during the session, when the officers shall make their annual ra- 
ports, and addresses shall be d''livered bj persons appointed for the purpose. 

Article VI. This Constitution can be changed at any time by a vote of the An- 
nual Conference.

We, as much as eyer, believe that the faithful observance of he Salbath as a day of 
rest, except in cases of necessity, is fundamental to our prosperity as a Church, and 
the growth of vital piety in the hearts and homes of the people of the whole land. 

Therefore, Rbsolved, That we look with great sorrow and disapproval upon the ten- 
dency in certain locations to indulge in social visiting, pleasure parties and other 
amusements, not compatible with the due reverence and Coristian observance which 
should characterize all who profess to love God and to seek the elevation of humanity. 
We, also, pledge ourselves to use all laudable means to induce the citizens of our coun- 
try to abstain from business, as corporations, as well as individuals, and that thereby 
the large class of employees on railroads, etc., have a day of public rest from labor 
and the privilege of worship.

XIII. STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

The wonderful success which has attended the work of our ministry and membership 
in spreading Christianity abroad is a full guarantee of what it can yet do in all the 
future if our itinerant system is fully carried into effect. But in order to do this, it 
must be tempered with that mutual love, confidence and spirit of self-sacrifics which 
characterized the Church in the days of Asbury, George and McKendree. If our sys- 
tem could be worked by such men there would be no need of modifying our Church 
machinery. But it is expecting more than humanity can render, even under the sanc- 
tifying power of Grace, to hope that in the hundreds of thousands of our members and 
tens of thousands of our ministers, there should be no difference of views, ambitions 
for place, and lust for wealth and power. Hence, certain modifications may, and do 
appear, necessary, and among them your Committee would submit that our next Gen- 
eral Conference be earnestly requested to increase our Board of Bishops to a sufficient " 
extent that they may be brought into a closer relation with the ministry and member- 
ship in all parts of the work. In order to do this it is suggested that the general field 
be divided into Episcopal Districts, and that a Bishop be assigned to reside in each 
District, and to give personal attention to such department during the quadrennial 
term for which he shall be appointed, as well as to exercise general oversight in con- 
nection with the whole Board of Bishops over the whole field of our Methodism. If 
this obtains it is thought that our system of Presiding Eldership might be so modified 
as to save much of its expense, increase the working force of the Pastorate, and still 
retain this feature of our system in all its real efficiency in the. Church. ' 

It is with feelings of delight we see the initial steps taken to introduce into our 
councils the co-operative influence of our laymen, and we not only bid them a hearty 
welcome, but hail them as a grand reinforcement of the great army, while we battle 
with the hosts of sin, for the cause of humanity and God. Our Church seems to be 
the same great power for good, standing by the side of the sisterhood of Protestant 
Churches, that it has bean since the days of the Wesleys, Fletcher and others, who first 
unfolded our banners and rallied our hosts to the work of ^^spreading Scriptural holi- 
ness over all these lands.” The Committee offer the following : 

Resolved, That, so long as it shall please the General Conference to continue un- 
changed our Episcopacy, Presiding Eldership, manner of appointment and term of 
office in the Pastorate, we most emphatically discountenance any hesitancy, in heartily 
co-operating to render these departments as useful and efficient as possible in carrying 
forward our work, and pledge ourselves to render them more useful in the future thaa 
they have been in the past.

XIV. SUNDAY SCHOOLS— I. REPORT OF S. S. COMMITTEE. 

Resolved, 1. That we regard the Sabbath School interest of the Church as second 
to none, which demands at our bands the most untiring efforts for its success. 

2. That in those counties where Sunday School Conventions are organized, we re- 
gard it the dut; of our preachers and people to patronize and sustain them. 

3. That we are in favor of holding a District Sunday School Convention annually, 
for the furtherance of the cause in our Church. 

4. That the preachers endeavor to introduce our Catechism into our Sunday Schools, 
and catechize the children monthly wherever practicable.

IT. CONSTITUTION OP IOWA CONFERENCE S. S. UNION. 

(Adopted, October 6, 1871.) 

Article I. The title of this Association shall be The Sundat School Union ok 
THE Iowa Annkat, Conference, auxiliary to the Sunday School Union of the M. E* 
Church. ^ 

Article II. The object 'of the Society shall be to promote the cause of Sunday 
Schools in connection with the M. E. Church, and thus, by a careful religious training 
of those who may be brought within its influence, to promote the glory of God and the 
happiness of mankind. 

Article III. All members of the Iowa Conference and lay-members of our Churcji 
and Sunday Schools may, by the enrollment of their names for the purpose, become 
members of this Association. 

Article IV. The oflScers of the Union shall be a President, Vice President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and Directors — the officers to be elected by the Society and the Direct- 
ors by the Conference at its annual sessions on nomination of the Presiding Bishop. 
There shall be two Directors, one Minister and one Layman, for each District of the 
Conference. The ministers who are elected Directors at one session of the Conference 
shall be expected to serve as members of the Conference Sunday School Committee at 
the next session. The Directors shall submit an annual report of the condition and 
progress of the Conference Sunday School work in connection with the M. B. Church 
from their respective Districts. 

Article V. The Anniversary and Annual Meeting shall be held at some time 
during the session of the Annual Conference, at which time it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary and Treasurer to submit reports of the progress of the Sunday School cause 
in our midst and the amount of funds raised for its promotion. 

Article V’l. The funds of the Union shall be forwarded to the Parent Society for 
the promotion of the general and specific funds of the Institution. 

Article VII. The officers and Directors shall constitute a Board of Managers, 
whose duty it shall be to pay special attention to the wants and interests of S. S. Con- 
ventions ; to organize and keep in active operation District auxiliaries ; to collect 
facts ; to raise funds for the cause ; to make reports and statements to the Parent So- 
ciety, and to devise ways and means for promoting in every practicable way the proper 
organization of Sunday Schools, the better qualification of teachers, and the religions 
instruction of the young. 

Article VIII. This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at any annual meeting of the Society.

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III. FORM OF CONSTITUTION FOR DISTRICT S. S. UNIONS. 



Article I. The name of this Association shall he The District S. S. Union, 

auxiliory to the Iowa Conference S. S. Union of the M. E. Church. 

Article II. The object shall be the promotion of the S. S. cause in the M. E. 
Church within said District. 

Article III. The traveling and local preachers of the District are members, ex- 
officio, of the Association. The officers and teachers of the M. E. Sunday Schools of 
the District may become members by subsoibing to this Constitution. 

Article IV. The officers shall consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary 
and Treasurer. The Secretary shall compile the Sunday School statistics of the Dis- 
trict and report ihe same to the ensuing Annual honference. 

Article V. This Society shall hold its annual meeting the first Tuesday in May.

Adjourned to meet in Main Street Church at 8 P. M. 






AFTERNOON SESSION. 



8 P M. Electoral Conference met pnrsuant to adjournment. After sing- 
ing, Gen. J. B. Weaver led in prayer. The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported ninety-three delegates present, and were discharged. The Committee 
on Permanent Organization reported the names of the temporary officers for 
permanent appointment. Carried. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported as follows ; 

Whereas, Lay Representation has been introduced into the economy of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church j therefore. 

Resolved, That we congratulate the Church upon the peaceful and happy 
inauguration of Lay Delegation ; and we assume the duties and responsibili- 
ties with a full determination to assist in building up and maintaining the time- 
honored custom of our beloved Zion. 

Resolved, That all educational, benevolent and moral enterprises of the 
(yhurch have our earnest support and hearty sympathy, and for their upbuild- 
ing we hereby pledge a liberal portion of our time, labor and substance, as far 
as God has prospered us. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Electoral Conference that the 
Board of Bishops should be filled at the next General Conference with refer- 
ence to their residences, so that their personal supervision may be -over all 
parts of their field, bringing them more closely in contact with the whol» 
Church. 

Resolved, That we anxiously look forward to the time when Ae laity shall 
have equal representation in both the Annual and General Conference. 
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Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that the next General Confer- 
ence shall so modify the Presiding Eldership as to maintain its efficiency, and 
. render it less burdensome to the Church. 

A resolution followed, thanking the citizens of Mt. Pleasant for their hospi- 
tality, and the railroads for commutation of fare. 

After an informal ballot, the Electoral Conference proceeded to ballot 
formally for two lay delegates to the ensuing General Conference. On this 
ballot. Dr. I. A. Hammer, of Newton, received 68 votes, and Hon, James 
Harlan, of Mt. Pleasant, 63 votes, and were declared elected. John Mahin, 
of Muscatine, and J. I. Gilbert, of Burlington, were chosen reserve delegates. 

The delegation from the Ministerial Conference was then received, and Dr. 
T. E. Corkhill addressed the Electoral Conference on their behalf. The 
Electoral Conference returned the greetings of the Miokterial Conference by 
a rising vote.
